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REVISION 1.03 


Since the publication of the Australian Standard 
Classification of Countries for Social Statistics 
(ASCCSS) on October 16, 1990, world political 
change has necessitated a number of revisions to the 
ASCCSS. Revision 1.01, which was published 
concurrently with the ASCCSS, dealt with the 
unification of Germany, while Revision 1.02, issued 
on 1 April, 1992, dealt primarily with Australia’s 
recognition of Croatia and Slovenia, previously part 
of the former Socialist Federal Republic of 
Yugoslavia, and the republics of the former USSR. 


Recent political developments in Europe and Africa 
have resulted in the need for Revision 1.03 of the 
ASCCSS. A number of other minor amendments are 
also made at this stage as a matter of convenience. 


THE FORMER YUGOSLAVIA 


On 1 May, 1992, Australia formally recognised 
Bosnia-Herzegovina as an independent state and on 
15 February, 1994, recognition was extended to the 
Former Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia. 


The ASCCSS was not amended immediately 
following the recognition of Bosnia-Herzegovina 
because political instability in the former Yugoslavia 
continued and further changes were thought likely. 
With the recent recognition of the Former Yugoslav 
Republic of Macedonia, the ABS considers that 
further delay in dealing with these matters is not 
justified. 


The recognition of Bosnia-Herzegovina and the 
Former Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia by the 
Australian government necessitates a number of 
amendments to the ASCCSS. These amendments, 
along with the other amendments outlined in this

document, comprise Revision 1.03 of the 
classification and have been made using the methods 
outlined on pages 5 and 6 of the Explanatory Notes 
of the ASCCSS publication (Version 1.0). 


The third level unit 2232, Yugoslavia (which 
consisted of the former Yugoslav Republic of 
Bosnia-Herzegovina, the Former Yugoslav Republic 
of Macedonia, and the two remaining former 
Yugoslav republics, Montenegro and Serbia) is 
deleted from Minor Group 22, Southern Europe. The 
now independent states of Bosnia-Herzegovina and 
the Former Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia are 
added to Minor Group 22, Southern Europe, as 
separate third level units. These countries are 
allocated the codes 2221 and 2223, respectively. The 
two remaining republics of the former Yugoslavia, 
not currently recognised by Australia, are added as a 
single unit to Minor Group 22 with the name Former 
Yugoslav Republics of Serbia and Montenegro. This 
unit is allocated the code 2233. 


It should be noted that the newly recognised Former 
Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia should be referred 
to by this title, or by the shortened version, FYROM, 
in all instances. The title "Macedonia", for instance, 
should not be used.

The code 2220 represents the ‘Former Yugoslavia 
not further defined’ and can be used to code vague 
responses in statistical collections which cannot be 
coded to any other category. The code 2232, 
although not now appearing in the classification 
structure, can be used as a re-code for the sum of the 
three new country units (i.e. 2221, 2223, and 2233) 
and 2220 to facilitate the production of ume series 
data relating to the penod when the ASCCSS unit 
Yugoslavia comprised the former Yugoslav 
Republics of Bosnia-Herzegovina, Macedonia, 
Montenegro and Serbia (i.e. the peniod between April 
1992 and the release of this revision). Similarly, the 
code 2212, which originally represented the former 
Yugoslavia prior to the release of Revision 1.02 but 
which now no longer appears in the classification 
structure, can be used as a re-code for the sum of the 
five country units (.e. 2221, 2222, 2223, 2226, and 
2233) and 2220, the ‘not further defined’ code, to 
facilitate the production of time series data relating 
to the period when Yugoslavia comprised six 
constituent republics (i.e. prior to 1992). The term 
"Former Yugoslavia” should be used to refer to 
either of these entities in preference to "Yugoslavia". 


As outlined on page 8 of the Explanatory Notes, the 
ASCCSS classification units have been assigned the 
3-digit numeric country codes of the International 
Organization for Standardization (SQ), to facilitate 
input processing of statistical collections. The [SO 
Maintenance Agency has allocated the code 070 to 
Bosnia-Herzegovina and has allocated the 
provisional code 807 to the Former Yugoslav 
Republic of Macedonia. However, as it has not yet 
allocated a code to the remaining new country unit, 
the ABS has allocated the following code from the 
list of user-assigned codes made available by the 
Iso: 


Former Yugoslav Republics of 
Serbia and Montenegro 997 


Since Revision 1.02 was released, the ISO has 
allocated codes to Croatia and Slovenia. Users are 
encouraged to use these codes in preference to those 
specified in Revision 1.02. The ISO codes for these 
countries are as follows:

The ABS allocated the code 992 to represent the 
‘Former Yugoslavia not further defined’. This is used 
to code vague responses in statistical collections 
which cannot be coded to any other category. The 
code 993 can be used as a re-code for the sum of the 
three new country units (Le. 2221 (070), 2223 (807), 
and 2233 (997)} and 992 to facilitate the production 
of time series data relating to the period when 
Yugoslavia comprised the former Yugoslav 
Republics of Bosnia-Herzegovina, Macedonia, 
Montenegro and Serbia {i.c. the period between April 
1992 and the release of this revision). Similarly, the 
code 890, which was the ISO code for the former 
Yugoslavia prior to the release of Revision 1.02, can 
be used as a re-code for the sum of the five country 
units (i.e. 2221 (070), 2222 (191), 2223 (807), 2226 
(705), and 2233 (997}} and 992, the ‘not further 
defined’ code, to facilitate the production of time 
series data relating to the period when Yugoslavia 
comprised six constituent republics (i.e. prior to 
1992). 


CZECHOSLOVAKTA 


On 31 December, 1992, the Czech and Slovak 
Federal Republic was formally dissolved. This 
followed a vote in the federal parliament on 25 
November, 1992, which authonsed the dissolution. 
On 1 January, 1993, the new independent states of 
the Czech Republic and the Slovak Republic came 
into effect, and were formally recognised by 
Australia on that date. 


The third level unit 2502, Czechoslovakia is deleted 
from Minor Group 25, Eastern Europe. The two new 
states compnsing the former Czech and Slovak 
Federal Republic are added to Minor Group 25, 
astern Europe. 


The revised structure of Minor Group 25, Eastern 
Europe, is as follows:

The code 2502, although not now appearing in the 
classification stricture, represents the ‘Former 
Czechostovakia not further defined’ and can be used 
to code vague responses in statistical collections 
which cannot be coded to any other category. 


The code 2502 can also be used as a re-code for the 
sum of the two new countries and any vague 
responses to facilitate the production of time series 
data.

The code 200 can also be used as a re-code for the 
sum of the two new countries and any vague 
responses to facilitate the production of time series 
data. 


ETHIOPIA 


Following the vote in favour of independence by the 
Eritrean people in a referendum held on 23-25 April, 
1993, Australia formally recognised Entrea as a 
sovereign state separate from Ethiopia. 


The third level unit 9206, Ethiopia (which included 
Eritrea) is deleted from Minor Group 92, Southern 
and East Africa. The two states comprising the 
former Ethiopia are added to Minor Group 92, 
Southern and East Africa. The code for Ethiopia is 
changed as the ‘new’ Eihiopia is essentially a 
different unit following the separation of Eritrea.

The code 9206 can also be used as a re-code for the 
sum of the two new countries and any vague 
responses to facilitate the production of time series 
dala.

AUSTRALIAN TERRITORIES 


Following amendments to Section 17({a) of the Acts 
Interpretation Act 1901 - 1973 effective 1 July, 1992, 
the two external territories of Christmas Island and 
Cocos (Keeling) Islands now form part of geographic 
Australia. 


The Jervis Bay Territory has always been a territory 
in its own right. However, prior to the enactment of 
self-povernment legislation for the ACT in 1988, it 
was linked to the ACT for certain administrative 
purposes by means of a coupling clause in the ACT 
legislation. Following self-government for the ACT, 
the ABS has agreed that the Jervis Bay Terntory will 
no longer be included with the ACT for statistical 


purposes. 


These three terntories, Christmas Island, Cocos 
(Keeling) Islands, and Jervis Bay Territory, now 
comprise the ninth state/territory of Australia. 


The third level units 1201, Christmas Island, and 
1202, Cocos (Keeling) Islands are deleted from 
Minor Group 12, Australian External Territories. 
These are replaced by one third level unit, which 
incorporates the Jervis Bay Territory, which is added 
to Minor Group 11, Australia. 


The revised structure of Minor Group 11, Australia, 
and Minor Group 12, Australian External Territories, 
is as follows:

The ISO does not assign codes to the Australian 
States and territories. In order to facilitate input 
processing of statistical collections, the ABS has 
assigned the code 998 to Other Tertitories from the 
list of ISO user-assigned codes. 


OTHER AMENDMENTS 


One further change of a less significant nature needs 
to be made to the ASCCSS. It is expedient to 
incorporate it into this revision. 


Prussia 


The Coding Index entry Prussia is incorrectly coded 
to 2504 - Poland in the ASCCSS. It should be coded 
to 2000 - Europe and the Former USSR not further 
defined. 


IMPLEMENTATION 


A specification of amendments required because of 
the changes outlined above is attached. 


Although influenced by factors such as processing 
cycles, users are urged to implement the amendments 
detailed in this paper as soon as possible after the 
official ABS date of effect, which is the date of issue 
of this revision document. This will facilitate the 
maintenance of the ASCCSS as an Australian 
standard.
